Col.  B-ner,  who, 
wfiiltiHt  .Mackinac,  h.«d  received  a pipe  of  in 
Tit  ilion  from  him,  jmnluced  it,  1 giFi  d it,  and 
presented  it  lo  smoke  to  the  cluel,  ius  young 
juui  and  Visitors.  'I'iia  ceremony  oeingover, 
the  Colonel  informed  Tfiomas  of  the  object  or 
his  mission  to  lliis  country,  and  assured  the  In 
dia^is,  through  him,  that  the  garrieon  to  be 
huilt  icat for  the  purpoee  of  protecting  them  and 
preventing  bad  birde from  hovering  among  them 
in  future-  The  talk  was  well  received  by  llu 
Indians,  and  answered  immediately  through

The  country  bordering  on  this  bay  and 
fox  river  far  exceeds  in  beauty  any  account 
given  of  it.

The  follow. Is  1.11  extract  from  the  report 
of  the  commitUe  ill 'lie  House  of  Ueprcsent.'i- 
lives  on  intern  .1  naTi^ation,  viz  : 

“ Your  committc  tliink  it  only  neccssurv,  in 
addition  thereto,  to  add,  that  as  there  is  a bill 
before  this  house  forestahlishin;^ a lock  navijra- 
lion  company  to  clear  nut  the  obstructions  in 
the  Kentucky  river  fmm  its  mouth  to  the 
Frankfort  briil((c,  your  committee  recommend 
that  said  bill  be  passed  into  a law,  with  such 
modifications  and  am.-ndments  as  may  be 
thought  necessary,  and  that  the  commissioners 
to  be  appointed  to  examine  the  Kentucky  rii  er, 
examine  the  same  from  the  Frankfort  bridge  to 
the  highest  point  of  navigation,  and  not  below 
said  bridge.  In  regard  to  the  obstructions  in 
the  fills  of  the  Ohio  river,  your  caiimnittec  arc 
jnformed,  that  a law  has  been  lately  passed  by 
the  legislature  of  Indiana,  incorporating  a com 
pane  to  open  a canal  on  the  Indiana  side,  which 
{lught  to  engage  the  Icgitlaturcof  K.-iniicky  to 
make  such  arrangements  as  will  prevent  the 
infant  state  of  Indiana  fuini  gaining  any  aUvan- 
tageover  tlie  slate  of  Kentnekv,  which,  from 
its  age.  wealth  and  popuLtion,  ought  certainly 
to  take  the  lead  ” 

On  a bill  to  increase  the  capital  ofthe  stale 
bank,  .Mr.  Hooker  ottered  an  mendment,  that 
whenever  the  hank  shovild  hereafter  refuse 
specie,  it  should  forfeit  the  privlh  ges  granted 
bv  the  act,  'vhic.li  was  negatived.  .Mao,  Mr 
Itudd  ottered  an  .omcndmciit  to  prolilbit  any 
h ink  director  from  Iving  eligible  to  the  l.  gis- 
lature,  wiiich  slure.l  the  same  fate.  An  act 
has  passed  both  houses  to  compel  circuit 
judges  to  reside  within  the  bounds  of  their  cir- 
cuits On  Saturday  the  house  was  principally 
engaged  in  local  matters,  hut  passed  a bill 
fui-th.-r  to  siis|)eud  law  process  in  cer- 
tain  ca-es,  wliinii  continues  tlic  replevin  law.
